Dear  Readers, 

While  working  on  this  issue  of  the 
newly  revived  Lasell  Leaves,  we  were 
reminded  that  many  Lasell  women  are 
traditionalists  who  truly  value  the  way 
things  were.  When  the  first  issue  of  the 
Lasell  Leaves  came  out  in  1876,  it  was  a 
four-page  student  publication;  it  did  not 
become  a  largely  alumnae  publication  un- 
til 1948.  The  Leaves  remained  a  tabloid 
for  more  than  100  years,  when  it  was 
replaced  by  News  From  Lasell  and  even- 
tually in  1984,  by  the  semiannual  Lasell 
Bulletin,  in  a  glossy  magazine  format. 

However,  our  alumnae  missed  the  Lasell 
Leaves.  We  even  received  mail  addressed 
to  the  Leaves,  although  it  no  longer  ex- 
isted. So  we  believe  we've  come  up  with 
a  format  to  make  Lasell 's  alumnae  publica- 
tions the  best  they  can  be  —  and  still 
make  everyone  happy.  Remember,  the 
more  things  change,  the  more  they  stay 
the  same! 

In  order  to  expedite  the  way  time- 
sensitive  information,  particularly  the 
class  notes,  is  distributed  to  the  Lasell 
community,  we  have  returned  to  the 
Lasell  Leaves  and  its  tabloid  format.  To  be 
published  three  times  a  year  (spring,  sum- 
mer, and  winter)  by  the  Office  of  Alum- 
nae Relations,  the  Leaves  will  contain  the 
most  recent  information  on  academic  and 
social  programs,  the  faculty  and  staff,  and 
the  Class  Notes. 

We  will  continue  to  produce  the  Lasell 
Bulletin  in  an  extended  magazine  format 
each  fall.

Lasell's  PACT  to  Help  Single  Mothers 


The  PACT  Program  at  Lasell  has  received 
quite  a  bit  of  media  attention  over  the 
past  few  months.  An  innovative  new 
program,  PACT  (Parent  and  Child 
Together)  allows  young  women  with 
children  a  chance  they  might  not  have 
had  otherwise — the  opportunity  to  ob- 
tain a  college  degree,  be  part  of  the  col- 
lege experience,  and  still  be  full-time 
mothers.  Each  participant  receives  a 
financial  aid  package  from  the  College 
which  covers  tuition,  and  partial  room 
and  board.  The  students,  who  also  have 
government  loans,  pay  a  monthly 
amount  for  the  remaining  fees.  In  addi- 
tion, each  holds  a  part-time  job  on  cam- 
pus and  receives  a  welfare  voucher  for 
day  care  services. 

The  following  are  excerpts  from  the 
article  "Making  PACT  for  Aiding  Welfare 
Moms:  College  Offers  a  Future  with  Class," 
written  by  Gayle  Fee  in  fanuary.  It 
appears  courtesy  of  the  Boston  Herald.

the  issues  affecting  women.  We 
hope  this  program  will  become  a  beacon 
and  that  other  schools  may  emulate  us," 
said  coUege  President  Thomas  E.  J.  de  Witt. 

The  program  is  PACT — Parent  And  Child 
Together — and  it  provides  an  opportunity 
for  disadvantaged  women  to  come  to  La- 
sell with  their  children.  They'll  receive 
housing,  tuition,  food,  and  child  care 
while  going  after  the  associate's  degree 
that  will  allow  them  to  move  one  small 
step  closer  to  a  career  and  one  huge  step 
away  from  the  welfare  rolls. 

The  president  got  the  idea  for  the  PACT 
program  after  reading  Rachel  and  Her 
Children,  author  Jonathan  Kozol's  treatise 
on  homelessness  in  America.  .  . 

"The  majority  of  the  poor  people  in 
this  country  are  women  with  children," 
de  Witt  said.  "Women  who  grow  up 
welfare  dependent  tend  to  remain  welfare 
dependent  ...  it's  a  cycle  that's  hard  to 


The  college  staff  knew  the  program 
would  be  "exorbitantly  expensive".  .  .  fund- 
ing was  received  from  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development, 
which  will  give  the  college  $250,000 
over  five  years  to  supply  housing  for  four 
families.  .  .  .  Ruth  Rawlings  Mott  (class  of 
1921)  contributed  $25,000  and  Shaw's 
supermarket  chief  Stanton  Davis  pledged 
$76,575  from  his  Davis  Educational 
Foundation. 

.  .  .  Four  students  were  chosen  to  begin 
school  last  September.  Each  was  a  welfare 
recipient.  Each  had  good  academic 
qualifications,  and  each  had  to  sign  an 
agreement  to  abide  by  the  program's  rules 
and  regulations.  "They  must  attend 
classes  and  their  children  must  attend  the 
day  care  center  [in  the  Barn],"  said 
Kathleen  O'Connor,  dean  of  admissions. 
"They  must  be  willing  to  cooperate  with 
the  resident  social  worker,  accept  help 
with  their  parenting  skills,  and  maintain  a 
certain  grade  point  average.  In  return,

For  138  years.  Lasell  has  been  a 
pioneer  in  higher  education  for  women. 
In  November  1989.  the  College  reached 
new  ground  when  it  officially  became 
Lasell  College  and  iras  granted  permis- 
sion by  the  Massachusetts  Board  of 
Regents  of  Higher  Education  to  offer 
baccalaureate  as  well  as  associate 
degrees  in  three  programs  (Early  Child- 
hood Education.

In  striving  to  meet  the  needs  of  today's 
students  in  effective  and  exciting  ways, 
the  College  has  initiated  a  many-faceted, 
innovative  approach  to  the  education  of 
women.  Known  as  "connected  learning," 
this  plan  of  education  has  already 
received  acclaim  and  stirred  con- 
siderable interest. 

In  order  to  enhance  public  under- 
standing of  exactly  what  is  so  special 
about  Lasell  College,  we  have  drafted  a 
statement  that  captures  the  essence  of  the 
Lasell  Plan  of  Education.  We  wanted  to 
share  it  with  you,  our  alumnae,  in  the 
hope  that  you'll  become  familiar  with  it 
and  spread  the  word!  Your  comments  are 
most  welcome.

The  Lasell  Plan  of  Education  is  distin- 
guished by  a  "connected"  approach 
to  student  learning  that  recognizes  each 
student  as  a  unique  individual.  Taking  in- 
to account  elements  that  are  known  to 
promote  learning,  the  College  has  de- 
signed a  supportive  and  empowering  en- 
vironment that  encourages  each  student 
to  achieve  her  highest  potential. 

To  begin  with,  individualized  learning 
is  assured  at  Lasell  College  through  an  un- 
usually low  student  to  faculty  ratio  of  be- 
low 10:1,  which  creates  a  highly  effective 
academic  structure  for  a  small  two-  and 
four-year  college.  Faculty  advisers, 
through  an  initial  assessment  and  ongoing 
consultation  with  the  Learning  Center 


faculty,  are  able  to  "connect"  students 
with  courses  and  services  that  provide 
them  with  opportunities  for  additional 
instructional  support  and  success.

Lasell 's  academic  support  services — the 
Learning  Center,  the  Computer  Center, 
and  the  Library — are  staffed  by  faculty  to 
provide  students  with  personal  help.  The 
GATE  Program,  a  special  program  for  se- 
lect freshmen,  provides  structured,  in- 
dividual assistance  to  ensure  a  successful 
transition  from  high  school  to  college.  In 
addition,  the  College  offers  honors 
courses,  opportunities  for  international 
exchange  and  study  abroad,  and  intern- 
ships in  challenging  settings  for  students 
who  demonstrate  high  standards  of 
achievement. 

Central  to  the  Lasell  Plan  of  Education 
is  the  belief  that  students  acquire  and  re- 
tain knowledge  most  effectively  when 
classroom  theory  is  reinforced  by  regular 
application  under  direct  faculty  supervi- 
sion. Unlike  colleges  with  traditional 
work-study  programs,  Lasell  has  set  out  to 
establish  a  still  closer  relationship  be- 
tween the  academic  setting  and  the  work 
training  experience.  In  addition  to  pro- 
viding career-oriented  internships  with 
the  help  of  corporate  advisory  boards, 
Lasell  has  created  laboratory  facilities  on 
campus  to  connect  classroom  learning  to 
an  everyday  work  setting.

their  tuition,  fees,  books,  food,  and 
living-expenses  are  paid  for  ..." 

"The  number  one  thing  you  have  to  be 
is  committed,"  said  Elizabeth  Giardini,  the 
social  worker  for  the  program.  "You  have 
to  pull  your  own  weight  as  well  as  your 
child's  weight  and  it's  not  easy." 

But  for  some  students,  like  Sasha  Man- 
ton  .  .  .  PACT  "is  a  dream  come  true.  I 
couldn't  believe  we  were  lucky  enough  to 
get  in. "  ...  At  Lasell,  Sasha  can  stop  in  at 
the  day  care  center  to  visit  with  her  son 
between  classes.  She  is  with  him  in  the 
mornings  and  the  evenings,  and  she  en- 
joys sharing  quarters  with  other  mothers 
in  the  same  position. 

"This  kind  of  program  makes  so  much 
sense,"  Sasha  said.  "It  allows  us  to  get  an 
education  so  we  can  go  out  and  work 
and  get  off  welfare.  I  definitely  think 
more  schools  should  try  it."

"The  teenage  mother  is  a  segment  of 
society  that  has  largely  been  ignored," 
Giardini  said.  "Here  there's  a  chance  for 
some  to  break  out  of  the  cycle  of  poverty 
and  become  independent  women.  That  is 
our  goal:  to  help  the  students  become 
contributing  members  of  society  and 
maybe  someday,  they'll  be  in  a  position  to 
give  something  back." 


Lasell  has  two  distinct,  renowned  child- 
study  facilities  where  students  majoring 
in  Early  Childhood  Education  work  with 
experienced  teachers  and  children  ranging 
in  age  from  three  months  to  five  years. 
For  our  elementary  education  students, 
we  are  working  to  establish  a  siinilar  rela- 
tionship with  an  adjacent  public  school. 
The  College  bookstore  doubles  as  a  Retail 
Management  Training  Center,  run  by  a 
faculty  member  with  the  assistance  of  a 
student  board  of  directors.  The  Fashion 
Laboratory/Display  Window  brings  experts 
from  more  than  a  dozen  major  corpora- 
tions to  the  campus  to  work  with  our 
Fashion/Retail  Merchandising  students.  A 
student-run  advertising  agency  works 
with  local  businesses  on  marketing;  the 
three-bedroom  Lasell  Inn  is  managed  by 
our  Hotel  and  Travel  students;  and  the 
soon-to-open  Lasell  World  Travel  Agency 
will  expand  the  training  already  provided 
on  campus  by  allowing  students  to  assist 
in  making  travel  arrangements  for  Lasell 
College  personnel,  alumnae,  and  neigh- 
borhood residents.  Our  Physical  Therapy 
Lab  will  be  augmented  by  a  Life  Care 
Retirement  Community  on  our  campus, 
tentatively  scheduled  to  open  in  1992. 

Liberal  arts  students  experience  con- 
nected learning  through  a  combination  of 
class  work  and  fieldwork.  Each  volunteer 
work  setting — whether  a  shelter  for  bat- 
tered women,  a  food  bank,  a  home  for 
the  handicapped  or  for  elderly  immi- 
grants— allows  for  personal  involvement 
in  basic  human  needs  and  social  issues. 
Such  experience  encourages  students  to 
become  more  active  in  the  community 
and  more  successful  in  the  classroom. 

Through  an  integrated  curriculum, 
Lasell  "connects"  the  fundamental  aspects 
of  general  education  with  every  course  a 
student  takes.  Lasell's  core  curriculum 
seeks  to  develop  creative  and  critical 
thinking  skills,  computer  literacy,  written 
and  oral  communication,  and  effective

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Lasell  Receives  Pledge  for  $1  Million 


Yamawaki  Gauken  Junior  College  of 
Tokyo,  the  sister  college  of  Lasell, 
recently  pledged  $1  million  toward  the 
renovation  of  the  College's  art  center  in 
Carter  Hall.  It  is  the  largest  single  gift  in 
Lasell's  history.  The  new  cultural  center, 
which  will  be  open  to  the  community  as 
well  as  Lasell  students  and  alumnae,  is 
expected  to  contain  laboratories  for  pho- 
tography, ceramics,  and  other  media; 
classrooms  in  support  of  the  new  Art  and 
Interior  Design  majors;  an  auditorium  for 
fUm  and  live  performances  such  as  plays 
and  dance  programs;  and  a  museum/ 
display  area  for  works  of  art. 

President  de  Witt  says,  "Establishing  an 
international  cultural  center  will  reinforce 
Lasell's  commitment  to  the  liberal  arts, 
which  are  essential  to  a  well-rounded 
education." 

According  to  Lasell's  Director  of 
Marketing  and  External  Relations,  Robert 
Kates,  who  is  the  College's  liaison  with 
Yamawaki,  "The  international  focus  of  the 
center  will  complement  the  opportunities 
for  Lasell  students  to  study  and  travel 
abroad  as  part  of  their  academic 
program."

College  will  take  part  in  summer  study

Fund  raising  for  the  balance  of  the  cost 
of  the  project  will  continue  this  summer 
The  restoration  of  Carter  Hall  is  expected 
to  begin  in  December  of  this  year.

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Civil  Rights  Activist  Speaks  at  Lasell

AS  part  of  the  College's  Black  History 
Month  celebration  in  February,  James 
Farmer,  the  only  surviving  leader  of  the 
"Big  Four"  of  the  civil  rights  movement 
and  founder  of  the  Congress  of  Racial 
Equality  (CORE),  addressed  a  standing- 
room-only  crowd.  For  Lasell  students, 
most  of  whom  were  born  in  the  early 
1970s,  Mr  Farmer's  powerful  lecture 
brought  the  historic  civil  rights  movement 
and  the  often  turbulent  1960s  into 
perspective. 

Mr  Farmer,  who  in  1942  staged  the  first 
nonviolent  sit-in  at  a  "whites  only"  coffee 
house  in  Chicago,  told  of  his  numerous 
struggles  to  try  to  obtain  racial  equality 
for  blacks.  He  said  that  despite  the  prog- 
ress made  over  time,  racism  still  exists. 
"Even  after  we  gave  up  lives  to  the  move- 
ment, we  can  see  racism  openly  expressed. 
We  can  begin  to  end  it  by  teaching  our 
children  to  'unlearn'  the  prejudices  we 
have  taught  them. 

"It  will  be  difficult,  but  I  was  then,  and 
am  now,  convinced  that  the  nation  can 
change  if  enough  people  work  toward 
that  goal,"  he  said.  "We  have  to  love

humanity  and  the  nation  in  order  to  im- 
prove it." 

In  1962,  Mr  Farmer  led  the  Freedom 
Ride  through  the  South.  Its  participants 
were  attacked  violently  and  Mr  Farmer 
spent  more  than  a  month  in  a  Mississippi 
jail.  He  continued,  "During  the  Kennedy- 
King  years,  people  valued  doing  things  to 
help  other  people.  Young  people,  black 
and  white,  believed  in  something  greater 
than  themselves.  We  can  bring  back  that 
passionate  feeling." 

Currently,  Mr  Farmer,  the  author  of 
Freedom — When?  (1966)  and  the 
autobiography  Lay  Bare  the  Heart  (1985), 
is  a  distinguished  visiting  professor  of 
history  at  Mary  Washington  College  in 
Virginia.  Although  he  is  sixty-nine  years 
old  and  has  lost  his  sight  to  a  rare  eye 
disease,  he  has  not  lost  sight  of  his  vision 
of  the  future.  "I  think  we  should  be  able 
to  see  color  and  say,  'He's  black,  she's 
black,  so  what?'  That  is  the  challenge. 
When  we  achieve  that,  and  I  believe  we 
will,  we  will  have  shown  the  world  that 
races  and  ethnic  groups  can  live  together 
in  harmony,  celebrating  their  differences."

Programs  from  80 
colleges  across  the  country  are  repre- 
sented in  the  publication. 

Written  by  Miriam  Reddicliffe,  assistant 
professor  of  English,  the  Lasell  article 
describes  the  "team  teaching  approach" 
the  College's  professors  use  in  the  Learn- 
ing Center  to  teach  word  processing  and 
writing  skills  to  students  in  English  101 
classes.  Essentially,  the  students  are  taught 
how  to  use  the  computer  while  they 
write  papers  for  English  class.  They  hone 
their  skills  by  doing  revisions  of  papers 
on  the  computer 

The  professors'  team  approach,  now  in 
its  third  year,  has  had  excellent  results. 
According  to  Ms.  Reddicliffe,  "Studies 
show  that  the  students  taking  part  in  the 
project  dramatically  improved  both  their 
writing  and  computer-related  skills." 

In  June,  Ms.  Reddicliffe  and  other  facul- 
ty members  will  present  a  paper  which 
assesses  the  results  of  the  team  teaching 
project  at  the  National  Project  on  Com- 
puters in  College  Writing  conference  to 
be  held  at  the  City  University  of  New 
York. 


Lasell  Leaves 


^ar  of  Change  Recognized  at  Honors  Convocation 


On  December  14,  exactly  one  month 
after  Lasell  was  granted  permission 
by  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Regents  of 
Higher  Education  to  become  a  four-year 
institution,  the  College  held  its  annual 
Fall  Convocation. 

Opening  the  ceremony.  Student  Govern- 
ment President  Christine  Goodwin  '90  led 
a  group  of  students  in  a  candlelight  pro- 
cession to  pay  tribute  to  the  14  women 
killed  in  December  at  the  University  of 
Montreal  The  group  was  then  addressed 
by  Associate  Professor  of  Economics  Bar- 
bara Long  and  Assistant  Professor  of 
Biology  Steven  Sarikas. 

Following  are  excetpts  from  an  address 
given  by  Professor  Long  who  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Lasell  faculty  for  more 
than  30  years.  She  spoke  of  the  changes 
that  took  place  during  1989 — in  the 
world,  at  Lasell,  and  within  the  student 
population. 

"What  we  have  seen  of  the  changes  in 
Eastern  Europe  and  the  Soviet  Union  in  the 
past  few  weeks  and  months  is  truly 
astonishing.  The  desire  for  freedom  and 
democracy  is  breaking  loose  aU  over  the 
world.  We  are  living  at  one  of  history's 
greatest  turning  points,  and  we  must  seize 
this  opportunity. 

How  does  Lasell  change  with  the  times? 
It  is  dynamic  and  has  never  been  satisfied 
with  the  status  quo.  We  look  for  better 
possibilities.  The  year  1989  was  a  dramatic 
one  for  Lasell  ^vith  its  new  four-year  status, 
new  programs,  and  new  approaches 
to  learning.

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.  .  .  The  Barn  is  one  of  these  changes  at 
Lasell.  Many  years  ago,  the  barn  served  as 
stables  for  the  horses  used  by  students  liv- 
ing in  Carpenter  House.  In  the  1950s  it 
became  the  student  center  Today,  it  is  the 
child-care  center  and  will  no  doubt  prove 
to  be  the  model  of  what  child  care  can  be. 

As  Lasell  has  changed  over  the  years, 
there  has  always  been  one  consistent 


"essence"  —  the  sincere  desire  of  the 
faculty  and  staff  to  see  the  potential  in 
every  person.  ...  It  is  exciting  to  watch 
the  students  experience  the  joy  that 
comes  with  learning  "what  you  didn't 
know  you  didn't  know." 

Over  the  years,  I  have  observed  Lasell 
young  women  fighting  for  many  causes 
and  trying  to  change  society.  They  have 
dealt  with  issues  of  women's  rights,  peti- 
tioned against  the  war  in  Vietnam,  march- 
ed for  the  Civil  Rights  Movement,  and 
celebrated  Earth  Day.  Lasell  students  and 
graduates  can  be  proud — some  of  the  bat- 
tles have  been  won. 

.  .  .  Lasell  women  change  during  their 
years  here.  The  growth  in  the  level  of 
self-confidence,  poise,  and  ability  is  amaz- 
ing. We  would  hope  that  as  students  you 
take  away  with  you  a  sense  of  purpose,  a 
goal,  a  meaning  for  your  life.  .  .  .  Little 
things  do  matter  To  have  integrity;  to  be 
sensitive  to  each  other's  needs;  to  speak 
out  for  justice,  for  the  environment,  for 
women,  for  peace — it  all  matters.  Students 
around  the  world  from  China  to  Czecho- 
slovakia are  proving  this. 

The  year  1989  was  remarkable.  Remem- 
ber it  well.  The  year  of  momentous 
change  in  the  world,  toward  peace  rather 
than  war;  the  year  Lasell  became  a  four- 
year  college,  but  kept  that  essential  con- 
cern for  the  whole  person;  the  year  all  of 
you,  as  students,  realized  the  exhilaration 
of  learning  and  the  need  to  get  involved 
in  your  world.

We  asked  Trustee  Emeritus  Dr.  Donald 
Winslow,  author  o/Lasell:  A  History  of 
the  First  Junior  College  for  Women,  to  be 
our  first  guest  essayist.  He  wrote  this  col- 
umn in  an  effort  to  humorously  explain 
why  Lasell  is  misspelled  so  often. 

In  the  1890s,  the  Lasell  Seminary 
catalog  listed  this  course:  "Reading, 
Spelling,  Penmanship — In  these  homely 
but  most  important  branches,  the  entire 
school  has  a  regular  drill  in  graded 
classes.  .  .  .We  cannot,  in  a  year  or  two, 
entirely  correct  confirmed  bad  habits; 
but,  so  far  as  in  us  lies,  no  one  will  be 
graduated  without  being  a  good  plain 
reader,  writer,  and  speller" 

Perhaps  this  requirement  should  be 
revived.  To  be  sure,  the  problem  of  spell- 
ing is  a  constant,  often  frustrating  one, 
since  the  connection  between  pronuncia- 
tion and  spelling  in  the  English  language 
is  frequently  remote.  One  word  we  must 
spell  correctly,  however,  is  the  name  of 
the  college:  L-A-S-E-L-L. 

Anyone  who  knows  Lasell  is  aware  of 
the  fact  that   'Lasell"  is  one  of  the  most 
misspelled  words  in  the  country.  It  is  easy 
enough  to  spell  "Yale"  or  "Brown,"  but 
perhaps  "Bowdoin"  or  "Rensselaer"  give 
some  trouble.  Frequent  misspellings  of 
"Lasell"  are  found  in  all  newspapers,  even 
the  local  ones,  especially  as  "LaSalle,"  an 
understandable  error  perhaps,  but  ir- 
ritating nevertheless. 

That  mistake  is  only  the  beginning.  As 
an  editorial  in  the  Lasell  Leaves  of 
February  1887  pointed  out:  Lasel,  Lassell, 
Laselle,  Laysal,  Lesselle,  and  even  once  in 
a  letter  from  France  Ysreall.  When  the 
school  was  a  seminary,  it  is  not  surprising 
that  a  letter  was  addressed  to  "Lasell 
Cemetery,"  and  on  more  than  one  occa- 
sion letters  were  addressed  to  the  Mother 
Superior  at  LaSalle  Seminary,  but  only 
once  to  the  "Venerable  Sisters"  and  to 
"Tasell  Seminary  College." 

We  trust  that  the  Lasell  students  (and 
alumnae)  of  today  do  not  misspell  their 
school's  name.  If  it  does  become  a  prob- 
lem, howevei;  one  could  recommend  learn- 
ing one  of  the  old  Lasell  songs  that  goes 
"L-A-S-E  double-L,  Lasell!"

majored  in  travel  and  tourism  manage- 
ment at  Lasell,  worked  in  EPCOT  Center 
and  at  the  front  desk  of  Fort  Wilderness, 
respectively.  Ms.  Heuer,  also  a  travel  and 
tourism  management  major,  handled  the 
front  desk  of  the  Contemporary  Resort 
Hotel;  while  Ms.  Morrison,  a  fashion  mer- 
chandising major,  worked  at  Team  Mickey, 
a  sports  shop  in  Lake  Buena  Vista.

The  Lasell  community  lost  a 
valued  friend  with  the  December 
12,  1989,  death  of  Rosalie  Bright- 
man  Rosen  '27.

Minding  the  Store 


At  a  recent  panel  discussion  held 
for  students  in  Lasell's  business 
programs,  four  alumnae  spoke  of 
starting  their  own  successful 
businesses  and  offered  advice  to 
those  considering  the  same  career 
path.  Profiled  here  are  panelists 
Susan  Kaitbenski  Murphy  '75 
and  Lynn  Tokarczyk  '80.  Alumnae 
Nancy  Curtis  Grellier  '49  and 
Susan  Young  Charton  '69  also 
addressed  the  group,  and  profiles 
of  each  appeared,  respectively,  in 
the  Summer/Fall  1986  and 
Fall/Winter  1987  issues  of  the 
Lasell  Bulletin. 

At  just  21  years  of  age,  Susan 
Kaitbenski  Murphy,  who  was  a 
retail  management  major  at  Lasell, 
began  her  own  business.  "Susan's," 
in  Sturbridge,  Massachusetts,  is  a 
women's  clothing  store  specializing 
in  sizes  4-12. 

Susan  is  the  first  to  admit  that 
opening  a  business  is  not  easy. 
"There  are  long  hours.  For  the  first 
three  years  1  didn't  take  a  pay- 
check; every  penny  went  back  into 
the  business.  Finally,  after  five 
years,  1  began  taking  one  day  off 
during  the  week,"  she  said.  "There 
are  things  to  consider  before  you 
even  begin.  For  example.  What  is 


your  target  market?  What  lines  of 
clothing  will  you  carry?  At  first  1 
was  easily  intimidated.  1  remember 
how  terrified  1  was  during  my  first 
buying  trip  to  New  York  City.  Now, 
buying  things  1  know  my  customers 
will  enjoy  is  the  most  fun!" 

At  the  age  of  27,  after  she  had 
more  than  ten  years  of  experience 
in  the  field  of  retailing,  Lynn 
Tokarczyk  opened  her  business 
"Sincerely,  Lynn,"  a  women's  bou- 
tique featuring  affordable  career 
and  dress  fashions  in  several  sizes. 
She  explained  that  her  start  was 
slightly  unusual.  "At  15,  I  began 
asking  the  manager  of  a  local  store 
for  a  job,"  she  said.  "Finally,  on  my 
l6th  birthday,  after  1  told  him  I'd 
do  anything — even  clean  toilets — to 
get  into  retailing,  1  was  hired." 
Within  a  year,  she  was  promoted  to 
night  supervisor,  and  she  continued 
working  in  the  position  during  her 
years  at  Lasell  as  a  retail  manage- 
ment major  "The  experiences  1 
had  each  night  on  the  job,  for  ex- 
ample in  employee  relations,  be- 
came case  studies  for  me."  Thanks 
to  her  keen  business  acumen,  sales 
at  the  Wayland,  Massachusetts, 
store  are  ahead  of  projection. 

The  women  agree  that  the  reason 


they've  done  so  well  is  because  of 
a  willingness  to  work  hard.  "In 
order  to  succeed  in  business  you 
have  to  be  very  competitive  and 
disciplined,"  Ms.  Tocarczyk 
explained. 

Each  woman  admits  to  a  desire 
to  please  her  customers.  They  often 
call  their  clients  to  let  them  know 
that  something  they  would  love 
just  came  into  the  store,  and  they 
keep  records  on  regular  customers 
with  such  valuable  information  as 
favorite  colors  and  styles,  and 
birthdays  and  anniversaries. 

"Lasell  gave  me  the  background 
and  confidence  1  needed  to  believe 
in  myself  and  to  learn  from  ray 
mistakes,"  Ms.  Murphy  said.  "My 
advice  to  someone  just  starting  out 
is  to  just  try  it.  You'll  never  know 
what  would  have  happened  if  you 
don't." 

Ms.  Tokarczyk  noted,  "It  is  a 
good  idea  to  work  in  retailing 
before  going  into  business  for 
yourself.  Also,  it  helps  to  research 
the  market  and  prepare  a  small- 
business  plan.  In  hindsight  1  can 
say  1  wish  1  had  studied  businesses 
like  mine  that  failed  to  find  out 
why."
